66 Per Cent Jump 


Since War Started 


WASHINGTON. July 26. — The 


cost of living in the United States 
has risen 66.6 per cent since 1914, 
according tcr figures made public 
today by the department of labor. 


In spite of this rise, 
however, 


prices now are not at' the peak, the 
figures showed, as the cost of liv- 
ing In June. 1922. was 23 per cent 
lower than it was In June 1920. 


Food prices were higher in June 


than in March, -while clothing, fuel 
and light and other slaples were 
slightly lower.
